Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, the j 
Democratic leader, said he thought j 
it would be unfair to ban “legiti- , 
mate 
political activity by federal I 
workers and ai the same time leave j 
state employes free to do as they j 
pleased. 
Barkley, calling the Senate into an j 
unusual Saturday session and also 
one on Memorial Day. asserted that 
“a good deal of discussion has been 
indulged in that has no relation to 
the relief bill." 
Initiated by Senator Wheeler ilJ- 
M onu, leader of the fight against 
the Roosevelt court bill, the polit­ 
ical discussions of the last two days 
have centered criticism on Hopkins. 
Senator Holt «D-W Va* accused 
the W P A adm inistrator Thursday 
of approving projects which he knew 
would be aid in re-electing Senators 
and representatives who supported 
the administration. 
The policies of the W P. A .“ Holt 
shouted, “are designed to make the 
Congress of the United States noth­ 
ing more than the Germ an Reich­ 
stag under Hitler. 
Harry wants to make the Sen­ 
ators and Congress vote right.

Roosevelt’s desk so they won t go I

“Hopkins came out and did publicly 
for the first time what lie lias done 
privately for months.” 
Senator Copeland <D-N Y) con­ 
curred in Holt’s assertion th at “pol­ 
itic s’ had dictated W P. A. adm in­ 
istration 
He urged the Senate to 
tie up more than $400,000,000 of the 
spending-lending fund through ear­ 
m arking amendments. 
Thus far. the Senate has acted on 
only one amendm ent to the House- ; 
approved bill—a technical change in 
the title. 
One of the most controversial pro­ 
visions of the bill- a restriction on 
the use of P. W. A. funds for financ­ 
ing municipal utilities which would 
duplicate existing private facilities 
probably will not be voted on until 
early next week.

1938, I am pleased to write you on 
the subject: “What Can the Banker 
Dc to Aid the Small Business Man?’’ 
I have been engaged in the bank­ 
ing business since I was graduated 
from high school in 1909. 
In this 
period of 29 years there have been 
many changes in our business life, 
and it has been my privilege to be 
associated as a banker with the 
small business man. 
I 
believe small 
business needs 
capital of a particular type. We do 
not need a new kind of financial 
institution. 
Present banking facili­ 
ties are ample. Neither do I believe 
we need direct government aid. The 
banking business today is handi­ 
capped by too much government 
competition, but. with some modifi­ 
cations. the present setup of our 
American system of banking can do 
tliu job admirably 
With a huge 
supply of uninvested money and a 
decrease in reserve requirements for 
members banks, this plethora of un­ 
employed capital, with its attendant 
low net earnings, presents a prob­ 
lem in itself worthy of attention. 
Financing of Mortgages 
I suggest that banks be author­ 
ized to make loans to lire small 
business man in need OI capital, se­ 
cured by a first mortgage on this 
plant for a sum not to exceed say 
60 per cent of the fair appraised 
value thereof and for a period of IO 
to 20 years; such mortgage to be 
amortized periodically to the extent 
of hoi less than 40 per cent to 50 
per cent as a minimum and dept Tid­ 
ing somewhat on the length of ma­ 
turity of the mortgage. 
The cus­ 
tomary privilege would be given the 
mortgagee to retire more than the 
minimum fixed if conditions war- 
i anted.

To provide the desired liquidity or 
| marketability, such mortgages should 
I bt made eligible for insurance up 
| to the full face amount of the un­ 
paid principal balance under some 
established nationally recognized set 
up and operated similar to the Fed­ 
eral 
Housing 
administration. 
If 
mortgage loans did not exceed ap­ 
proximately 60 per cent of the ap­ 
praised value of any plant, no un­ 
due risk would be involved in such 
insurance; provisions for amortiza­ 
tion of the principal and the pay­ 
ment through the trustee of such 
fixed charges as would constitute 
prior liens would enhance the safety 
of the mortgage and reduce the lia­ 
bility of the insuring agency. As it 
is now, the banking act of 1935 pro­ 
vides tor the direct participation of 
Federal Reserve banks in five-year 
capital loans with member banks, 
with provisions for sharing losses. 
if any, on such loans. In the case 
of default of an insured mortgage, 
provision could be made for the in­ 
suring agency to issue low bonds, 
guaranteed as to principal and in­ 
tel est by the government, to the 
bona fide holder of any such in­
